The paper has been specially manufactured, entirely from 
rag, without the use of clay, retaining at the same time a surface suitable for 
collotypes and for the text. 

After much consideration chromo-lithography was employed for the coloured plates 
in preference to the more modern colour processes, as greater exactitude was attained 
in reproducing the original colours by this method, although the cost was greatly in¬ 
creased, some plates costing more tlian one hundred pounds each. It was deemed 
better to have a small but truthful number of colour plates than a large array of 
colour that would be misleading. The same care has been exercised in producing the 
collotypes.
